Parrot Fever Danger Reduced 


By HIRMAN N. BUNOfSEN, ALD, 


O W N ERS of pet pa rrots and 
love birds will be glad to learn 
th a t the newer a ntibiotics have 
reduced the da nger from pa rrot 
fever, or psittacosis. T h is virus 
disease is not too com m on, but 
reports of new ca ses have led to 
increa sed concern by the medical 
profession. 
Psitta cosis is ba sica lly a discase 
of birds, but It ca n be tra n sm itted 
to m a n. It Involves, m a inly, South 
A m erica n pa rrots a nd pa ra keets. 
However. Amazon birds, M exica n 
double 
heads, 
cocka toos, 
love 
birds, and ma ny others a re known 
to ha ve and ca rry this disease. 
O ther C a rriers 
C a n a ries 
and 
finches 
which 
com e in co n ta ct with these birds 
m a y also co n tra ct a nd ca rry the 
infection. Som e ca ses ha ve even 
been reported which were tra n s ­ 
m itted from m a n to m a n. 
Usually, the disease brings on 
severe h ea d a ches with bowel dis­ 
turba nces. T h ere is evidence of 
pneum onia with coughing, but 
no sputum is coughed up. G e n e r­ 
ally, this type of pneum ona a p ­ 
pea rs in p a tch es in th e lung. 
If not diagnosed im m edia tely, 
this infection ca n prove very d a n ­ 
gerous and difficult. B efore the 
discovery of the new a ntibiotics, 
a bout o n e -fifth of all ca ses proved 
fa ta l. However, the new a n tib io t­ 


ics 
aureomycin, chlora m p hen i­ 
col, nod lerra m y cin —have g rea t­ 
ly reduced this num ber.

Anyone exposed 
to infection

complications from psittacosis.

P K.: I have been told I have a 
rectal fissure. C a n you tell me 
something a bout it? 


Answer: A fissure is a cra cking 
of toe lining m em b ra ne of the 
lower bowel. It m a y occur follow­ 
ing the pa ssa ge of a large, ha rd 
stool which ca uses a break in the 
tis: ues th a t o ften then become 
infected. T here is usually severe 
pain and bleeding on moving the 
bowels. 


Some ca ses m a y be helped by 
iocai a pplica tions of silver n i­ 
tra te, 
however, 
long-sta nding 
cases require surgery. T h e co n ­ 
stipation which is often a cause 
of the form a tion of the fissure 
should be corrected
